ECHOES  FROM  THE  Hill  1958-59 


The  school  year  of  1958-59  has  meant

Wayne  Mostiler  was  named  the  outstanding 
sportsman  of  the  year. 

The  traditional  Homecoming  activities 
of  the  football  game,  assembly,  and  pep  rally 
were  climaxed  when  Jimmy  Crews  and  Bar- 
bara Hale  were  crowned  King  and  Queen  of 
Football  at  the  Homecoming  Dance  spon- 
sored by  the  S.C.A.

The  Student  Cooperative  Association 
made  a big  echo  by  revising  the  entire  stu- 
dent government  of  R.H.S.  The  S.C.A.  is 
now  divided  into  three  parts : the  Executive 
Committee  made  up  of  the  elected  S.C.A. 
officers  and  class  presidents,  the  S.C.A.  has 
as  its  members  the  elected  officers  and 
class  representatives,  and  the  Interclub 
Council  composed  of  club  and  organi- 
zation presidents. 

The  Dramatics  Club  was  admitted  as  a 
member  in  the  National  Thespian  Society; 
Mr.  Flora  presented  the  club  charter. 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years  rep- 
resentatives from  some  of  the  colleges  in  Vir- 
ginia came  to  Radford  and  discussed  with 
students  college  entrance  requirements. 

Diana  Cox  attended  the  second  annual 
press  contest  sponsored  by  the  Times-World 
Corporation. 

“Realizing  Our  Responsibilities”  was  the 
theme  used  by  the  New  River  District  S.C.A. 
at  its  November  meeting  held  in  Radford. 
Dr.  M’ledge  Moffett,  guest  speaker,  was  the 
highlight  of  the  meeting. 

Two  new  clubs  joined  the  echoes  at  Rad- 
ford High  School.  The  Hi-Y  and  the  Tri-Hi- 
Y have  standards  based  on  high  moral  char- 
acter and  Christian  principles. 

The  Student  Patrol  assumed  added  re- 
sponsibilities for  the  safety  of  the  students 
during  the  school  day  and  passed  new  rules 
benefiting  everyone. 

Back-To-School  Night  gave  the  parents 
of  students  an  opportunity  to  follow  their 
sons’  and  daughters’  schedules  through  a 
school  day  and  to  meet  the  high  school 
faculty. 

With  Christmas  just  around  the  corner, 
the  Key  Club  began  work  on  Operation  Santa 
Claus.  The  boys  repaired  and  painted  old 
toys  for  distribution  to  the  home  rooms  as 


gifts  for  the  White  Christmas  boxes.  The 
Student  Council  sponsored  White  Christmas 
and  presented  Mrs.  Sublett  with  the  gifts 
for  the  needy  in  the  Christmas  Assembly. 

Just  before  the  holidays,  the  Dramatics

The  1959  basketball  season  opened  in 
•January.  The  Junior  Varsity  Team  won  16 
and  lost  only  2 games.

The 
Varsity  Basketball  Team  won  8 games  and 
lost  10.  The  Bobcats  were  one  of  the  dist- 
rict top  sixteen  teams  and  participated  in 
the  District  Tournament.  Paul  Mannon  was 
elected  captain.  We  are  proud  of  the  fine 
records  of  the  1959  Basketball  Teams.
